Librarian Denies Altona East | 


S. $. Children are being 
Deprived of Library Service 


Altona Shire Librarian, Miss Cynthia Paltridge has 
denied that Aitona East State school children have been 


deprived of a library service. 
She says a complaint by Mr. J. E. 


Mayne, secretary of the Altona East 


State school committee, was ‘‘unjus- 


tifiable’’. 


Mr. Mayne said the children were being “de- 


prived” of the library facilities when the schoo! | 


was “denied the regular use of the library”. 


Miss Paltridge said the 
number of k borrowings 
and inquiries from children 
had not lessened since the 
school stopped going to the 
library in classes and 
the children now going to 
the library had a much 
greater motivation for do- 
ing so. 



































MEETING 
_Mr. Mayne and Miss Palt- 
ridge have been asked to 
meet the shire council in 
committee to discuss the 
dispute. 
Mr. Mayne had written to 
the council:— 
“We. the Altona East 
State Schoo! Committee are 
inquiring as to why the 
school has been denied the 
regular use of the Altona 
East Library. It is unfor- 
tunate that the school has 
not a library of its own, 
but a committee. is being 
formed to_ start a Library 
Building Fund. 
“Since reading is the 
key to education, the child- 
ren are being deprived of 
An essential facility for 
learning to read, for re. 
search and study. We ask 
you, if some arrangements 


ould be made for the 
school to use the Altona 
ast Library, until such 


ime as we obtain our own 
acilities.”’ 

Miss Paltridge had re- 
plied in a letter to the 
ouncil: 

“The letter from the sec- 
etary of the Altona East 
school committee complains 
at since school classes 
lave ceased to use the 
ibrary, pupils are no long- 
pr receiving a library ser- 
ce. The actual complaint 
s that ‘children are being 
eprived of an_ essential 









acility for learning to 
ead, for research and 
study.” ‘This accusation 
ould be levelled at a 


hool without a library of 
ts on a to level it at 
r «public library is unjus- 
ifiable. 


AVAILABLE 

“The children of Altona 
ast are most definitely 
ot being deprived of these 
acilities. There are carrels 
the library for indepen- 
ent study and these are 
reely available io child- 
en. The staff assist every 
hild to find the material he 
eeds, whether his interest 
personal or motivated by 
Pachers. The books on the 
elves are chosen with 
hildren’s needs and inter- 
sts in mind. 
“It may be thought by 
e school committee that 
uch greater use is made 
the library by a_ class 
an by individual children. 
is is not possible to 
rove but there is every 
















indication that it is not 
true. The number of books 
issued has not altered 
since the classes ceased 
visiting and the number of 
requests for information 
dees not seem to have de- 
creased. A noticeable dif- 
ference, however, is that 
‘children who ask for as- 
sistance now really want 
the material they are seek- 


ing. 

“There was a_ definite 
{tendency during school vis- 
its for children to fee 
they must show an interest 
by asking the staff to find 
something. More often 
than not these children had 
no interest whatever in the 
subject requested, and left 
the library without any 
books and without having 
examined the materia] 
found for them. 


NO COST 


“The Hbrary is now av. 
ailable to more children 
than when the school class- 
es used to visit. The Coun- 
ctl’s new by-law enables 
children whose homes are 
outside Altona to borrow 
without cost, and a num- 
ber of children are joining 
the library as a result. 

“Everything is done to 
ensure that children are 
satisfied with the 
offered 
to borrow up to six books 
at a time (a very generous 
allowance) and they know 
the staff will help them 
find books for recreation or 
study. They freely ask for 
help in using an encyclope- 
dia or other reference book, 
or the catalogue. There are 
no age limits and all in- 
dividuals, whether adults 
or three-year-olds, are wel- 
come, and their interests 
are equally important. 

“Many primary schools 
have no libraries of their 
own und, until recently, the 


need. for school libraries 
was not recognised. Now 
most schools have been 


convinced of the need for 
a library to support the 
teaching programme, but 
some assume that they have 
the right to use municipal 
libraries in Leu of their 
own library, or .until they 
have established one. 
“In effect, they are ask- 
ing the municipal library 
to cease! being a_ public 
library for certain hours of 
the day to become an ex- 
tension of the school. 


FOR ALL 


“It cannot be expressed 
too strongly that public Ii- 
braries exist to serve the 
individual who uses the 
library voluntarily. They 
are not geared to he 
school libraries, university 
libraries or any other kind.

Each type of library has 
its own separate functions 
and areas of responsibility. 

“The school library ex- 
ists to support the teaching 
programme, 

“Its interest is in child- 
ren as students. The public 
library, on the other hand, 
is responsible for provid- 
ing for the great variety 
‘of interests in the whole 
community. No individual 
or group is more important 
than another. 


REASONS 


“Class visits are bad for 
a public library in the fol- 
lowing ways:— 

@ A class always contains 
some children who do not 
enjoy reading. These 

4. children are bored by 
the library visits, and if 
any of them happen to 
be leaders, they can do 
considerable damage to 
the library's reputation 
among their friends. I 
have known this to’ hap- 
pen elsewhere. 


@ Children come to think 
of the library as a part 
of the school and their 
parents consider, under- 
standably, that the books 
borrowed during a class 
period are the respons- 
ibility of the teachers, 
not the children If a 
class cancels a visit for 
some reason, many chil- 
dren wil! not think of 
returning their books af- 
ter school, but will keep 
them until the next time 
the class visits the lib- 
rary. They and their 
parents do not see why 
they should be fined for 
having overdue books. 


@ The library is open to 
_- the whole community, but 
while a class of 30 to 
40 children is in the li- 
brary, adults avoid it. 
Some have told the li- 
‘brarian that they feel 
unwelcome at these 
times. Some 
seen to retreat on sight 
of a class within. This 
is very unsatisfactory. 
Adilts have every right 
to use the library when. 
‘ever it is open, but 
classes take up the whole 
time of the staff & those 
few adults who venture 
in, do not receive very 
good service.

would be lessened. 


One third will be spent on practical 
works to improve Pier Street parking. 
It will be recovered by a special rate on 
the business people of that area, They 
have agreed that certain things must be 
done and paid for to preserve and-de- © 
velop trade in their vicinity. 


Another third will be used to build a 
barrel drain’ in the. Truganina Reserve. 

This is a first step in the making of 
Laverton Estate ready for housing. Other 
loan expenditure will be necessary as 
this vital project proceeds. 


The remainder of the loans will be 
the Council contribution to Country 
Roads Board works in the Shire. The 
activity of the C.R.B. in the Shire par- 
ticularly in Millers Road is assisting to 
answer definite traffic problems. 


From time to time other loan expen- 
ditures will be recorded. If any can pass 
the test as well as these items they will 


be good for Altona, 


While it is most necessary that the 
closest examination must be made prior 
to any expenditure and particularly that 
from loans there will never be sufficient 
excuse for delaying necessary and essen- 


tial works. .

4,500 CALVES 
ON FARM. 


One of the most produc- 
tive cattle stations in the 
Commonwealth and one that 
is famous for the quality 
of its beef cattle lies only 
24 miles from Melbourne. 
Yt is the Board’s farm at 
Werribee, where this year’s 
calf drop has heen in pro- 
gress simce May. 


‘Already 4,500 Aberdeen 
Angus, Hereford and Short- 
horn calves have been born, 
with another 500 expected 
before the season ends in a 





few weeks. About half of 
the calves are heifers which 
will provide replacements 


in the breeding herd. The 
remainder are bull calves, 
a few of which will he 
reared as stud sires: the 
others will be steered and 
fattened and eventually sold 
at Newmarket as prime 
beef. 


A team of 30 stockmen 
look after the calves. There 
is no artificial fostering on 
the farm and any cow not 
a good milker or which will 
not rear™a calf is culled. 
With the large number from 
which to choose, heifers and 
cows are culled heavily 
each year and then fatten- 
ed for sale. 

The 26,809 acre farm, of 
which 18,000 acres are used 
for grazing, carries 15,000 
head of cattle as well as 
45,000 sheep.
